We reach the “ plaza do toros” and 
find it rapidly tilling with people, who j 
appear to enjoy this national amuse­ 
ment, imported from Spain with all its 
cruel, disgusting concomitants natural 
to that sort of civilization. It is a large 


suple as a lion. He takes a view of the 
audience; the music of the hand ap­ 
pears to excite him; he swings about 
the ring, paws the earth and we notice 
that every brave, bold bull tighter 
leaps the fence for his lib*; a step of 
plank on the fence, about three feet 
from the ground, is provided for the 
easy escape of the thoughful Banderil- 
leros. 
It was not until he was some­ 
what fatigued that the fighters came 
very near the bull. He finally observes j 
a horse, imagines it a mortal enemy, 
but it’s an easy victim, blindfolded and 
prepared for the sacrifice. 
He dashes 
at what he supposes to be an antag- 
amphitheater, seating many thousand onist; the picadore receives the charge 
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people. 
Thcjupper tiers of seats, as 
may be seen by our illustration, are 
canopied “ boxes” for the aristocracy, 
where you will see ladies and gentle­ 
men with their children. 
W e took a 
seat lower down, according to advice, 
where, we could note the points of the 
game. 
These seats are on tie south 
side ami in the shade,-at a cost of $1 50. 
Those on the opposite side of the ring 
! would be called at a base ball park, 
‘ sweaters,” as they are in the sun, 
cost about 25 cents to 50 cents, ami are 
occupied by the peons or lower »‘lasses.

dead equine many times throwing it into 
the air. 
Three times, according to the rules, 
must the bull be goaded by the pica­ 
dor’s spear, and this order a n anber 
of times involved the death of two or 
three 
horses.

“ more honored in the breach than the 
observance,” but we noticed that when 
it was not observed there was a wild 
howl from the crowd for more horses 
to be slaughtered. 
Evidently they are 
a bloodthirsty lot. 
Other horses are 
brought in when the. first are killed 
and the same sickening slaughter is 
repeated until the three stabs of the 
picadore’s spear are landed in due form: 
then the trumpet blast calls the horses 
from the arena and now comes a "Cone 
truly interesting and 
exciting.

are ready for another slaughter. 
On the day we were there in the k ill­ 
ing of six bulls that killed fourteen 
horses there was not much variation 
from the programme we have given 
above. 
The pictures you have seen of horse 
men dashing by the side of a bull and 
spearing it as they passed, 
was quite 
heroic as compared to the real scene of 
a poor old horse, blindfolded, backed 
up against the fence at the mercy of 
the mad beast. 
After it was all over and the equine 
sacrifices remembered as a sort of 
nightmare, the gentlemen of the party, 
honestly, we have no doubt, expressed 
a gratification that they had attended 
the 
beastly show; but the ladies were 
unanimous in their declaration that 
our Augur, who prognosticated an en­ 
tertainment, should hereafter be re­ 
garded as more of a bore than prophet 
In reporting this sanguinary affair 
wo have designed only to recall simple 
facts; incidents as we sawr them, witii 
no attempt whatever at fancy flour­ 
ishes of the imagination, fearing an un­ 
necessary exaggeration. 
There were 
six bloody recurrences of the affair we 
have described: with a sort of extra in 
tlx* line of introducing an imported 
Spanish bull too valuable for tne sacri­ 
fice. 
He was playfully goaded a half 
i hour and returned to the pen. 
In conclusion we may add that it is 
inconceivable that such carnage as 
that which we • witnessed can be en-1 
joyed by a civilized nation. 
They call 1 
it an entertainment and it is attended j 
by entire families, men, 
women and 
children, leading citizens 
and distin­ 
guished officials. 
W hat a lesson in 
cruelty for innocent 
boys and girls; 
How these bloody and cruel sacrifices 
must necessarily steel the heart against 
even thing in the semblance of human 
sympathy and inevitably form a taste 
for cruelty. 
The thought is deeply 
impressed 
upon our mind that all this fiendish 
passion for blood, made manifest by 
cheers and 
huzzas at the close 
of 
each 
sanguinary contest, 
is a sad 
inheritance 
from 
ancestors 
whose 
passion for human sacrifices was not 
satiated by the heart’s blood of scores 
of thousands of men, women and inno­ 
cent children. 
The record may be well 
verified in the history of Spain, as well j 
as by Aztec legend. 
But we have only to talk of today, 
and must confess with regret, that it is 
hardly possible to reconcile such cruel­ 
ties as we witnessed at the plozn <h 
tor os with our ideas of an advanced civ­ 
ilization: numerous magazine writers 
and Mexican tourists’ glow ing accounts 
of a grandly “ regenerated nation” to

ually duo to insufficient oironlation of 
blood m the p art it » elf. In thousands of 
opt ratioiiK w hich have taken p lace— 
m any in tim e to gave the life of the p a ­ 
tient and m any too late— there in not 
one Authenticated ease of u foreign sub 
stance, trueh as a we/1, being found in 
the ap p endix . 
This will he more fully 
realized when one has in mind that the 
interior of the ap jtendix is only big 
enough to admit a m edium sized darn 
ing needle. Its great liability to disease 
is due entirely to its low order of vital 
resistanet— that is, it is an organ w hich 
ip p ears to have no actual use in th< 
p resent m achinery of man, but in tin 
arlier stages of m a n 's develop ment it 
is believed to have be« n a large p ouch 
that p lay ed an im p ortant p art in tin 
ligestive op erations of the hum an sy s­ 
tem. By ages of disuse it has gradually 
shrunk to its p resent dim ensions and is 
know n to science as a vestigial organ, 
one w hich is only a rem n an t of its 
form er self and p ossessing hut a vestige 
of its original functions. 
T his becomes more clear if some other 
p arts of the body w hich now seem to 
have no use are considered. The tonsils 
are in this class and also tin* wisdom 
teeth, and both are j>eeuliarly subject to 
disease. 
T he ap p endix is in on e 
of the m ist 
delicate and vital p arts of the body , in 
the p eritoneal cavity , usually to the 
rig h t of the center of the abdomen. 
B ut in rare instances it lias been found 
on tlie left side, and still more rarely 
otherw ise disp laced. 
T his discovery , 
made very recently , has caused tin* s ur ­ 
geons to lie ex tremely careful to locate 
the trouble before using the knife. 
But science never stands still. 
It al 
w ay s p ushes its investigations bey ond 
inert* ap p earances, and out ol the my te- 
ries of nature! develop s facts which give 
ll p osvt r and might. 
When it was once 
p roved that the p oison w hich p roduced 
sep t ie p eri I on i I is came from t he break 
ing down * r deray of the ap p endix 
the very root of one of m a n ’s w ar 
p hy sical tots was laid bare, 
Flirt lit 
I tract i< e t Ntabl ished bey ond a doubt f bat 
ill a large major.t v of eases the ap p * it 
dix could be removed by a simp le sur 
gieal op eratieitand tin* p atient restored 
to vigorous health, if the disease was 
diseovt red ill tune and correctly fling 
nosed. 
The surgeons now regard tin* op era 
tion itself us one of tin* most simp le 
but to obtain the best results it should 
take p lace w ithin a lew hours after tin 
p atient begius to sutler from the disease. 
In fact, the sooner th e op eration is had 
the better are the chances of recovery 
w hile it the knife is not resorted to 
death is sure to ensue very p rom p tly oi 
after lingering m iseries from the deadly 
p oison p eram bulating through the sy s­ 
tem and coming to tin* surface in a b­ 
scesses. 
The sy mp toms are so p lain and un 
m istakahle to tint surgeon of today that 
any sufferer may know them for him self 
F irs t.—The attack is alw ay s sudden. 
It comes ou w hen tin* p erson is ap p ar­ 
ently m the best of health and w ithout 
tin* slightest w arning. 
¡Second.— A sharp p ain is felt in the 
very center of the abdomen. T his is a l ­ 
way s tin* ease, w hether tin* ap p endix 1st 
in its correct p lace on tin* right side or 
disp laced to tin* left. 
T h ird .— A sort* and tender sp ot, very 
p ainful to the touch, is located ex actly 
w here tin* incision m ust be made to iind 
the ap p endix . 
These are the three p lain sy mp toms 
w hich have been found in thousands of 
rases w ith scarcely a variation. 
T h us it is that m an y sudden deaths 
occur to p ersons in robust health. They 
are thought to have a colic o ra vertigo, 
w hen the truth is th a t miserable and 
useless little organ, the ap p endix , has 
met w ith some kind of an accident and 
clogs the whole much inc. 
Ap p endicitis usually occurs between 
the ages of 10 and 8 0 y ears. 
It is ex ­ 
trem ely rare above or below those ages. 
It 18 m uch more frequent am ong males 
than 
females, 
the p rop ortion

countries being 20 p er cent females to 
HO p er cent males. 
T he cause for this difference is of

Dr. t'lado, a French surgeon 
and investigator, sought tin ex p lanation 
of the com p arative im m un ity of the ft* 
male sex from the m alady , and diseov 
ered that tin« ap p endix in w om an has an 
ex tra blood vessel th at does not ex ist in 
man. 
T his discovery w as hailed w ith 
delight by the surgical world. 
It was 
not only a bit of new knowledge of m 
Unite value, but was an additional p roof 
of the theory th at the collap se of the 
ap p endix is alw ay s due to its w an t of 
vital resistance.— New Y ork Journal.

Old harness 
collecting is as good as gold digging if 
a m an can only forage out enough horse 
owners 
to keep him w ell sup p lied. 
When y ou just th in k how m any th o u­ 
sands of horses there are w orking in 
harness in London alone, y ou can im a g ­ 
ine how great the sup p ly is. 
“ N early all the cast off harness is 
consumed in m akin g cheap boots, 
Peo­ 
p le w ill have cheap boots, and the boot 
m anufacturers find th a t for m aking a 
serviceable article at a lo w figure th e re ’s 
nothing 
to 
l>cat old harness. 
Then, 
again, w h ip thongs and boot laces are 
also m ade from old horse trap p ings. 
“ In the first p lace, the greater p art of 
it is bought up by big m arine store d e a l­

These dealers have 
it taken to their warehouses, when* it

It is then sold to sm aller d e a l­ 
ers of tin* same kind, w ho distribute it 
to the boot m anufacturers and others. 
“ Now, it it w a sn ’t for the enorm ous
